HISTORIC KILDARE, 
———— 


ITS BATTLES AND LEGENDS. 


| From time to time nee skeletons have 
been discovered during bui &- excavation 
operations in Kildare town. ew days ago 
when a foundation was being close to the 
old walls which surround the ruins of Kildare 
Castle, a perfect skeleton, 6 feet 5 inches long, 
was found only three feet beneath the surface. 
The discovery of these remains recalls the 
stirring tales, partly legendary and partly his- 
torical, which are attached to the ruins. 

From A.D. 927, when the Danes of Dublin 
under Godfred raided the religious houses of 
Kildare, the town and its vicinity was fre- 
quently plundered. In 883 the nes des- 
cended on Kildare, and took captive the aged 
Abbot Swyney McDuffe Davoren, her with 
280 members of his community. Abbot, 
however, appears to have regained his freedom, 
as Dr. Comerford mentions in his “ Parish of 
Kildare,” that the Abbot died in 903 when he 
was Prior of Kildare. The Danes again pil- 

the town in 953, when Culean McCellegh, 
& of Kildare, was killed. Twelve years 
afterwards Mured MacFaelan, another Abbot of 
Kildare, was slain b Amlave, Prince of the 
Danes, ‘and Kerbal McLorcan. 

A remarkable thing in connection with the 
history of Kildare is the number of times in 
which it was burned, sometimes by native 
chiefs, but generally by the Danes, who had 
established themselves at Dublin, Waterford, 
and Wexford. Kildare was burned in 708, 770, 

and 774. 

“"The battle of the Curragh was fought in 770 
between Rory, son of Faelan, and Bran, son of 
Muraradeh. Mughron, son of Flann Lord 
Offaly, and Dubhdachrach, son of Lawhgnen, 
were slain in the combat, and the victory was 
ained by Rory. The annals of Ulster add that 
Bran. was taken prisoner. 

The fair of Colman was held on the present 
Curragh of Kildare, where the royal fairs and 
sports of Leinster were celebrated. The Cur- 
ragh is styled throughout the annals as “ Cur- 
ragh Liffey,” from which it may be cone 
says Dr. Comerford, that the Curragh included 
country to the east as far as the River Liffey.

INFLATION OR DEFLATION? 


A OURRENCY PROBLEM. 


The question of inflation of thé currency 
merits examination’ in relation to the present 
emergency, says the News of the. World.  Gene- 
rally it may be stated that the Government will 
invite the co-operation of bankers, traders, 
manufacturers, and organised labour.’ At pre- 
sent, while the banks are overflowing with 'do- 
posits, traders must pay 7 per cent. on joans. 
The terms are governed by th@,Bank rate, 
which stands at 5} per cent. The effect upon 
industrial enterprise will now, doubtless, be 
considered. The Government must. consider 
whether they should support our foreiyn trade 
by pledging the national credit. It is sdid that 
there are many foreign customers of fairly 
good credit who are anxious to buy our goods, 
if they were given time to pay. The ordinary 
trader is not prepared to take the risk. The 
question is whether the Government should do 
so. Obviously such a course would not be -per- 
missible under ordinary circumstances, but. it 
may be such a plan would be preferable to pay- 
ing large sums in unemployment doles.. ' 

Acting on the iuspiration of the bankers and 
financiers, everyone has been preaching what is 
called the deflation of currency—that is, the re- 
duction of our debt. and the.reduction in tbe 
total amount of our bank notes, Treasury notes, 
etc. Germany, on the other hand, has been 
busy inflating. with the apparent result that she 
is able to undercut us, and to find emplovment 
for her work-people. This is a topic which de- 
mands the immediate and careful consideration 
of the Government.

Three persons are dead and at least forty 
others are injnred as the result.of sniping 
and bomb-throwing which began in Belfast 
on Saturday and were continued through- 
out yesterday. 

On Saturday a man was shot dead in 
the streets and two other were wounded. 
Yesterday two persons lost their lives and 
an exploding bomb’ seriously wounded 
seventeen persons, while many others 
were less severely injured. ' 

The police and military were kept busy 
during the afternoon and evening, for the 
shooting went on in many places and the 
ambulances made repeated visits to the 
hospitals. i. 

A bomb which was thrown in the 
neighbonrhood of the docks late at night 
wounded five people. 


A DEADLY BOMB. 


NUMEROUS CASUALTIES. 

Disturbances, which began in Belfast on 
Saturday, when a man was shot dead, were re-, 
newed in several parts of the city yesterday. 

Firing went on in different districts through- 
out the day, and thé police were. kept very 
busy... Nothing. however, of a very sérious 
nature occurred up to half-past 6 o'clock, 

At that time a bomb was thrown into Sea- 
forde street, but failed to explode. Shortly 
afterwards a bomb wae thrown from Seaforde 
street into Newtownards road, and it exploded 
with disastrous results. 

Large numbers of people who were struck by 
fragments of the missile fell, bleeding, on the 
street. 

The military and police who were in the 
neighbourhood were hurried to the scene, and 
soon the ambulances arrived, and for some time 
made repeated journeys to the hospital. 

It was then found that 

F. McMinn, 30, 8 Reid’s place, and 
A. Harrison, 20, Frazer street, á 
had been killed. 

Later it became known that Eliza Kiely had 
died within an hour after she had reached the 
hospital. 

Eighteen people who had been seriously 
wounded were taken to the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, while seventeen others, who had been 
less seriously injured, were treated at the 
Templemore Avenue Hospital.

MORE WHEAT, BARLEY, AND RYE. 


The International Institute of Agriculture, 
Rome, has forwarded to the Ministry of Agri- 
culturo and Fisheries, London, details in regard 
to the production of cereal crops in various 
countries in the world, as estimated on Septem- 
ber 17 last.

ONE KILLED, NINE INJURED. 


A Horley (Sussex) e reports a serious 
char-A-banc accident at leombe yesterday 
evening.

£2,000,000 CLAIM FOR LIBEL. 


Arguments on the demurres of the Chicago 
Tribune in the £2,000,000 libel suit filed against 
it by Mr. Samuel Ettelson, corporation counsel 
and “ insider’ of Mayor Thompson's organisa- 
tion, in the mame of the city of Chicago, has 
begun before circuit Judge Fisher, says the 
Daily Telegraph's Correspondent in that city. 
The suit follows the Chicago Tribune's dis- 
closures of graft and corruption and extrava-

WEAPON FOR COERCION. 

Representing defendant, Attorney Weymouth 
Kirkland said the City Hall attack was 
not only an attem to abridge constitu- 
tional guarantees of free speech, but that 
the City Hall machine, in instituting a form 
of suit unprecedented in America, had sought 
to create a tremendous wespon for the 
coercion or suppresison of the Press and in- 
dividual citizens. During an all-day argument 
that traced the liberty of the Preas from ite 
inception, he branded the City Hall's echeme aa 
“ the best and quickest method to suppress 
Press free speech ' devised since the dage of 
England’s Star Chamber in the seventeenth 
century. Attorney Kirkland charged that if 
politically controlled Governments were per- 
mitted to prosecute civil libel suits on com- 
plaints not involving sedition, the machine 
organisation ' controlling beneath couid drive 
sont ay “Ag to submission or destruction. At 
length, he pointed out, such proceedings would 
be many times more deadly to free speech than 
a series of criminal indictments or prosecutions 
in any other form. He showed that suit after 
suit of thie nature could be filed, and if the 
defendant newspaper were to win in the first 
instance, a '' friendly judge” could, without 
explanation or reason, order a new trial, and 
that there was no limit to the amount of money 
that might be involved. 

Mr. Chester Cleveiand, especial assistant cor- 
poration counsel representing the City Hall, 
was surprised by Mr. Kirkland’s line of argu- 
ment. Mr. Kirkland will continue the argu- 
ment, and he announced that he will en- 
deavour to prove that the articles on which quit 
is based, dealing principally with the “ bank- 
1uptcy” of the City of Chicago, are not 
libellous.
